It is 
suggested that he had no intention 
to kill. Mowever, by his own tes- 
timony, it appears that the prob 
ability of people being burned to 
death in the fire was discussed by 
him before the fire. After the fire, 
instead of indicating any feeling of 
remorce or horrorthat his act had 
caused seven deaths, he thriftily 
pursued his alleged co-conspirators 
with a view to collecting his agreed 
compensation for the arson. Thus, 
by installments, he collected apout 
$820 before being taken into cus- 
tody.”’ 
Gov. Caulfield yesterday heard 
pleas for commutation of Meadows’ 
sentence to life imprisonment, made 
by Meadows’ attorney, Herbert H. 
lair; O. P. Greathouse, night clerk 
of the burned hotel, who was in- 
strumental in bringing about Mead- 
ows arrest; F. M. Curlee, at- 
torney, who formerly knew Mead- 
ows; and.

“quite harmonious.” 

From the character of the meet- 
ing, it appeared highly improbable 
there would be any minority report. 

Thus collapsed the fight of the 
Rooseveltians for nomination of the 
presidential candidate by a simple 
majority. 

Left to the Future. 


In another resolution, the Rules 
Committee sought to record it as 
“the sense” of this convention that 
the next one should consider abro- 
gation of the two-thirds rule. 

It was recognized, of course, that 
no action of this convention could 
be binding on the next. Each of 
the party conclaves makes its own 
laws. 

The Rules Committee also back- 
tracked from its decision of last 
night to recommend the nomina- 
tion of candidates ahead of the 
adoption of the platform. This re- 
versal represented another, but mi- 
nor, capitulation on the part of the 
Roosevelt adherents in the com- 
mittee. 

A recommendation that the 
speeches placing candidates in 
nomination be limited to 20 minutes 
and that seconding speeches be no 
longer than five minutes also was 
approved. The committee also ad- 
vised the convention to limit the 
time alloted te any delegate to 30 
minutes. : 

Farley’s Announcement. 

A new meeting of the Rules 
Committee was ordered by Chair- 
man Kremer after James A. Far- 
ley, spokesman for Gov. Roosevelt 
of New York, made a surprise ap- 
pearance before the committee this 
morning and announced he favored 
retention of the two-thirds rule 
throughout the convention. 

The majority of the committee, 
which last night voted for a spe- 
cial rule permitting abrogation of 
the two-thirds precedent by a ma- 
jority vote after six ballots, with- 
drew from the committee and went 
into conference with Farley.

$18,190 AWARD FOR BUILDING 
WRECKED BY SEWER PROJECT 


Mrs. Ethel C. Voges Wins Verdict 
Against River Des Peres Con- 
tractor. 


A verdict for $18,190 was re- 
turned by a Circuit Court jury to- 
day against Stiers Brothers’ Con- 
struction Co. for damage to a build- 
ing owned by Mrs. Ethel C. Voges 
at 5958-66 Kingsbury avenue dur- 
ing construction of the River des 
Peres sewer. 

On March 26, 1931, the west wall 

of the two-story store and flat 
building collapsed and fell into the 
sewer excavation. Mrs. Voges, who 
sued -for $27,300, alleged negli- 
gence on the part of the construc- 
tion company in laying a heavy 
pipe, used to carry off water dur- 
ing the construction, against the 
foundation of her building.

Voges had ample warning of the 
sewer construction, but failed to 
have the wall of her building prop- 
erly shored up.

Coroner’s Inquest Finds 
Whitson Children Ate 
Cabbage Sprayed With 
Deadly Insecticide. 


Verdicts of accident were re- 
turned by Coroner Dever to- 
day in the deaths from arsenic poi- 
soning of 5-year-old Dolan Whit- 
soh, and his 4-year-old sister, Mary. 
Dolan died May 31 and his sister 
a week later. 

Appended to the verdicts was the 
following statement: “From our in- 
vestigation we find that these chil- 
dren had eaten a large amount of 
cabbage before taking sick and 
that the cabbage, which came from 
the South, had been sprayed with a 
large amount of arsenic to destroy 
bugs.” The verdicts mark the con- 
clusion of official investigation of 
the deaths. 

Dr. Walter J. Siebert, Washing- 
ton University pathologist, who 
originally discovered the arsenic in 
the viscera of the children, said to- 
day he was convinced the arsenic 
causing the children’s death did not 
come from cabbage. Dr. Siebert, 
who, at the request of the Coro- 
ner, investigated the use of arsenic 
on cabbage and made chemical 
tests of specimens known to have 
been sprayed, said the amount of 
arsenic in the insecticide is so small 
as to be harmless. 

“It is almost impossible that the 
amount of arsenic I found in the 
organs of these children could have 
been contained in any amount of 
cabbage they might have eaten. 
The spraying solution is so weak 
that a person could drink half a 
cup without it causing death. It is 
far more likely that the children 
got hold of some poison put out 
for rats, which infest the neigh- 
horhood where-they lived at..1215 
Missouri avenue.” 

Coroner Dever’s theory of poison 
ing from cabbage was based on 
the fact that two.carloads of the 
vegetable seized here by Govern- 
ment pure food inspectors early in 
May were found to contain more 
than the legal maximum of arsenic. 

Mr. and Mrs. John Whitson, who 
now reside at 9116 Argyle avenue, 
Overland, said no poisons were 
kept in their home and said they 
thought the children probably 
picked up and ate poison brought 
into the yard of the Missouri ave- 
nue home by dogs or by other chil- 
dren.

Resolution Adopted With- 
out Record Vote and Sent

By the Associated Prese, 
WASHINGTON, June 28.—The 
Senate today adopted and sent to 
the House a resolution under which 
the Government would lends bonus- 
|\seeking veterans here the money 


for transportation back to their 
homes. 

The resolution, by Senator How- 
ell (Rep.), Nebraska, was  ap- 
proved without a record vote with- 
in 10 minutes after it had been re- 
ported favorably by the Finance 
Committee. There was little dis- 
cussion. ‘ 

The legislation provides that any 
honorably discharged veteran of 
the World War temporarily quar- 
tered here may receive from the 
administrators of veterans’ affairs 
railroad transportation to his home, 
up to July 15, and travel subsist- 
ence at the rate of 75 cents per 
day. The resolution originally pro- 
vided $2 per day, but the commit- 
tee reduced it. 

The money would constitute a 
loan without interest and if not 
repaid, would be deducted from the 
amount payable to the veteran on 
his adjusted service certificate. 

To forestall actual hunger among 
bonus seekers here, police today 
requisitioned 9000 pounds of flour 
from the Red Cross, part of that 
turned over from Farm Board 
stocks. A local bakery has offered 
to bake 500 loaves of bread daily 
for the veterans. 

A bill carrying an emergency fe- 

lief appropriation of $75,000 for the 
war veteran bonus seekers and oth- 
er needy non-residents in the na- 
tional capital was placed on the 
Senate calendar yesterday. 
Without discussion, a motioa by 
Senator Blaine (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
to discharge the District of Co- 
lumbia committee from further 
consideration was approved. 
The measure sponsored by dSen- 
ator Costigan (Dem.), Colocado, 
provides $600,000 from _ dis‘rict 
funds for relief of its needy resi- 
dents during the coming fiscal! sear 
as well as the $75,000 Federal ap- 
propriation to be available imme- 
diately for relief of transients.

and That Candidates 


Be Chosen Before Platform Adoption.

CHICAGO, June 28.—In a day 
and night of rapid-fire develop- 
ments yesterday, Gov. Roosevelt 
sent to the convention a telegram 
asking his supporters to “cease 


their activities to secure the adop- 
tion of the majority nominating 
rule at the opening the permanent 
organiztaion.” 


The Roosevelt messgae, which 
arrived while Senatof Bark- 
ley was making his keynote 


speech at the opening session, 
yesterday, was interpreted in 
widely different ways by the em- 
battled factions. The anti-Roose- 
velt people hailed it as a retreat, 
while the friends of the New York 
Governor declared it indicated no 
fear of defeat in the rules contest, 
but only a desire to cut the ground 
from under the “snipers” against 
his candidacy. - 

First impressions that Roosevelt 
had abandoned the fight against 
the two-thirds rule were erased 
upon a study of the message. The 
really significant part of it came 
near the end, where he suggested 
that the Committee on Rules “rec- 
ommend some rule to insure 
against the catastrophe of a dead- 
lock or a prolonged balloting.” 

As related in this correspondence 
yesterday, this was precisely the 
course that some of the Roosevelt 
supporters, such as Senator Cordell 
Hull, had been advocating in the 
face of the continued insistence of 
James A. Farley, the head Roose- 
velt manager, that the Roosevelt 
people were prepared to battle to 
the end for immedidte and unquali- 
fied abrogation of the two-thirds 
rule. 

Rules Committee Action. 

Immediately, the Rules Commit- 
tee, under the tight control of 
Roosevelt partisans, proceeded to 
carry out the apparent desires of 
the Governor. ) 

At a meeting which ran late into 
the night, the Rules Committee 
voted, 30 to 20, to report to the 
convention a rule that wouid per- 
mit a simple majority to take con- 
trol of the convention after six in- 
effectual ballots under the two- 
thirds rule. 

The effect of this new rule, if 
adopted, would be to abrogate the 
two-thirds rule, at a given stage 
in the proceedings, quite as effec- 
tively as it would be abrogated by 
an unqualified declaration for 
nominations by a simple majority. 
The only difference is in the time 
of abrogation. Thus, while the 
resolution of the Rules Commit- 
tee wears the aspect of a compro- 
mise, it is, in fact, a deadly assault 
on the two-thirds rule, and it is 


so understood by the factions seek- | 


ing to “stop” the New ‘York Gov- 
ernor. 

This is the wording of the pro- 
posed rule: 

“For the nomination of a can- 
didate for President and for the 
nomination of a candidate for 
Vice-President, the vote of two- 
thirds of the regularly’ elected 
delegates shall be necessary to 
a choice. Provided, however, 
that for the purpose of avoiding 
a deadlock the following rule 
shall be adhered to: 

“When six ballots shall have 
been taken without result, there 
shall be immediately submitted 
to the convention the proposition. 
that on the ensuing ballots the 
candidate receiving the vote of 
a majority of the regularly 
elected delegates shall be de- 
clared the nominee of the con- 
vention. ‘ 

“Provided, further, that this: 
proposition shall be determined 
by the vote of a majority of the 
regularly elected delegates.”

“T had no personal knowledge of 
this,”” Lindbergh replied. “I don't 
know of any particular investiga- 
tion discontinued, but I know the 
attention of the authorities was di- 
verted to a certain extent.” 

Lindbergh said Admiral Burrage 
introduced Curtis to him. 

“T still have confidence in Ad- 
miral Burrage,” he said. 

The witness testified that Dr. 
Condon was still working with the 
authorities and that he would rath- 
er not describe the symbol on the 
ransom notes in detail. 

“There were overlapping circles 
in blue,” he said, “a smaller red 
circle in the center with three oles 
in the design.” 

Lindbergh Leaves Stand. 

At this point the defense an- 
nounced it was through with the 
State’s principal witness and Lind- 
bergh gave way to Bruce, who 
drove Curtis on many of his trips. 

Bruce was examined by Harry 
Stout, legal veteran whom the de- 
fense vainly tried to have ousted 
from the prosecution staff before 
the jury was selected yesterday. 

The Elmira (N. Y.) banker told 
how Curtis had informed him he 
had been approached by an emis- 
sary of the kidnapers at a Norfolk 
country club. Bruce then told of 
making trips with Curtis and Lieut. 
Richards, the navy aviator. 

As a prosecution witness Bruce 
said under crosg-examination that 
Curtis had obtained $1000 from 
his wife by misrepresentations and 
in connection with this act he was 
a “liar.” Ingofar as the charge in 
the indictment went, however, he 
insisted that he believed Curtis in- 
nocent.

Twelve Eastern Universities 
Bar Broadcasting of Football 
Games; Big Ten to Follow Suit 


Association is concerned. 


Faced '.ith the prospect of dwin.« | 
dling receipts, this powerful group 
of 12 major Bastern colleges and 
universities has voted to prohibit 
radio broadcasting of all football 
games played at their home sta<« 
Gums or under their jurisdiction 
next season. 3 

“We zaust take advantage of ev- 

ery opportunity to increase finan- 
cial receipts of football gameés,” 
said Maj. Philip B. Fleming, grad- 
uate manager of athlétics at West 
Point and president of the organi- 
sation, in announcing the drastic 
decision. 
“It has been definitély estab- 
lished that radio cuts into attend- 
ance. It was with considerable re- 
luctance we decided to forbid any 
broadcasting of games which we 
control, but since football is the 
only sport producing the monies 
necessary to support our athletic 
programs, we must take steps to 
derive all the financial benefits 
possible.”’ 

The association comiprisés a doz- 
én of the largest schodis in the 
East, including Harvard, Yale, 
Princeton, Pennsylvania, Brdéwn, 
Pittsburgh, Navy, Army, Columbia, 
Syracuse, Dartmouth and Pénn 
State. 

Maj. Fleming’s statement, an- 
nouncing the Eastern association’s 
decision, follows: 

“Football is the only game in 
college athletics with which ath- 
letic budgets can be balanced. | 

“While football is probably the 
one game in which most of the 
American public is interested s06 
far as college athletics go, we must 
keep in mind that the other sports 
must be maintained. 

“It was with considerable reluc- 
tance that we decided to forbid any 
broadcasting of games which we 
control, but it has been definitely 
established that radio cute into at- 
tendance. 

“Of course when members of 
this organization play at the stadia 
of non-m.mbers we will abide by 
their rules. 

“This action may result in 
charges of commercialism of foot- 
ball. I am sure that no sane Amer- 
ican would like to see cthietic ac- 
tivities such as baseball, basketball, 
crew, boxing and other sports cur- 
tailed. It is, therefore, essential 
that we take the steps necessary to 
maintain t1é¢m in their présént 
flourishing condition.”

Our 
war debt policy is theirs. It was they who stepped 
up the cost of government and scaled down the sur- 
taxes until] the Federal Treasury was in trouble. It 
was they who doubled and trebled our armament 
budget and kept us out of the League of Nations 
and the World Court. Except for them and their ai- 
liance with the Anti-Saloon League, we might even 
now have restored through excise taxes to the na- 
tion, the state and the city the enormous revenues 
from liquor which have gone to enrich and embolden 
the underworld. We might also be using for the 
benéfit of the people the Government's $150,000,000 
investment at Muscle Shoals. 

Nothing could be more undemocratic than to put 
obstacles in the way of a popular vote upon the 
prohibition issue, and the Democratic convention is 
indisposed to do so. The keynote speech has led 
the way, and before the week ends we should have 
at least one of the major parties declaring for out- 
right submission of the eighteenth amendment. _ 

If so, there need be no confusion as to the differ- 
ence between the Democratic and Republican planks. 
The Republican convention proposed a substitute for 
the eighteenth amendment, that is, more legislation 
in the Constitution. It is a proposal designed for the 
purpose of keeping the dry vote in the Republican 
column. The Democratic proposal, so far as we have 
it, is in effect to repeal the eighteenth amendment 
and return the liquor issue to the states. 

Senator Barkley says the Democrats are not afraid 
to trust the liquor issue to the people, nor would it 
be the part of democracy to do so. We rejoice to 
see the party come out in its true colors.

AN EASY CHOICE. 

Despite the indorsement of three United States 
Supreme Court Judges, two of them former residents 
of Massachusetts, the appointment of Prof. Felix 
Frankfurter of the Harvard Law School to be a 
Justice of the Massachusetts Supreme Court has 
raised no little protegt in Boston. The character of 
the opposition, however, is its own label. Alluding to 
the Sacco and Vanzetti case, one member of the Ex- 
ecutive Council, which must pass on the appoint- 
ment, has announced he will vote against Prof. 
Frankfurter, and former Gov. Fuller has made the 
ridiculous statement that with “an open sympathirer 
with murderers on the supreme bench,” he could 
“see no reason why murder shoulda not flourish in 
Massachusetts.” The Boston Evening Transcript, 
which goes to homes of wealth in Back Bay, has come 
out against the appointment. Offsetting this editorial 
stand is that of the enthusiastically favorable Spring- 
field (Mass.) Republican, nationally known for its 
fair opinions. As for choosing between the recom- 
mendation of the revered Oliver Wendell Holmes 
and the recommendation of a local politician such 
as former Gov. Fuller, it would seem that the Mas- 
sachusetts Executive Council should have little trou- 
ble in making up its mind. 
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THE CHAIN STORE TAX. 

The Board of Aldermen would, in our judgment, 
be wise to reconsider the heavy taxes assessed upon 
chain stores. As the law stands, stores in excess of 
25 in a single chain would pay $250 a year each. 
The bill introduced by Alderman Waldman would 
assess a flat tax of $25 each against chain stores. 

In the case of Indiana and the chain stores, in 
which the Supreme Court of the United States first 
passed upon the right of the states to levy a special 
tax against such concerns, the court expressed a 
view which is pertinent to the controversy in St.) 
Louis. It granted the right of the State to levy a: 
special tax, but only so Jong as that.tax is “not an- 

The question of reasonableness arises here. To 
make the tax upon chain stores too hich will be to 
raise this question, whereas a fair and reasonable 
tax would be paid without contest. The Board of 
Aldermen should consider this.

THE FEDERAL 

The controversy between Congress and the Presi- 
dent over the pending relief legislation relates to 
only one feature of the measure. Both are agreed 
that the Reconstruction Finance Corporation should 
be empowered to lend up to $300,000,000 to state 
and local governments for the relief of the unem- 
ployed. Both are l, too, that the corporation 
should be authorized to make loans to public and 
private agencies to finance the construction of self- 
liquidating projects. Their difference has to do only 
with that portion of the bill which proposes the 
flotation of a bond issue to pay for the construction 
of Federal public works. 

This proposal is bitterly denounced by the Presi- 
dent, who professes to believe that it will unbalance 
the budget, imperil the national credit and increase 
rather than diminish the volume of unemployment. 
He contends that it is safe for the Government to 
borrow money indirectly through the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation; dangerous for the Government 
to borrow it directly by the sale of bonds. That it is 
sound finance to have the corporation lend this 
money for the construction of self-liquidating im- 
provements; unsound finance to permit the Govern- 
ment to use it to build needed public works. The 
issue is clearly drawn, therefore, between projects 
which are self-liquidating and those which are not. 
The former are productive; the latter, unproductive. 
The former will promote business recovery; the latter 
will delay it. So the President argues. 

The distinction is one which will bear further 
examination. Self-liquidating projects are those 
which will pay for themselves out of charges specif- 
ically made for that purpose. A bridge which is 
financed by the collection of tolls from every person 
who crosses it is self-liquidating. Non-self-liquidat- 
ing projects, on the other hand, are paid for from 
general tax funds. A free bridge, which is financed 
out of the proceeds of income, inheritance or prop- 
erty taxes, for instance, is not self-liquidating. The 
real issue becomes, therefore, not whether the bridge 
is to be built, but rather how its users are to pay for 
it. The President is mérely arguing for the fee 
system of payment and against free use and progres-_ 
sive taxation. 

The use of the terms “productive” and “unpro- 
ductive” is similarly misleading. As it has been 
used in this debate, the word “preductive” does not 
mean “usefu] to the people and contributing to the 
general welfare.” It is taken to mean, rather, “pro- 
ductive of a money income to the owner.” Thus, by 
definition, a loan of $10,000,000 to a private power 
company for the construction of a power plant would 
be productive. But the $10,000,000 which the Wag- 
ner bill proposed to spend toward the completion of 
Boulder Dam is an unproductive expenditure. One 
must indeed stretch the meaning of words a long 
way in order to stigmatize as unproductive such 
projects as public highways, flood control, light- 
houses, harbors, rivers and docks. When it reaches 
such an extreme, the argument becomes reminiscent 
of the theological debates of the medieval scholast- 
ics. 

We do not befieve that the veto threat implied in 
the President's statement will prevent Congress from 
performing its duty. Many of our states and cities 
are in dire need. Federal funds must be made avail- 
able to supplement meager local resources for relief: 
In ©o far as construction loans can be made to re. 
lieve prevailing unemployment, they should be made 
available without further delay. There is no time 
to be wasted in splitting hairs. The country will have 
little patience with further academic discussion. It 
demands affirmative action.

THE TWO-THIRDS FIGHT. 

Gov. Roosevelt has acted wisely, we believe, in 
calling off the fight on the two-thirds rule. 

Had he forced the issue and wen the nomination 
on a majority vote, he would undoubtedly have been 
charged with taking advantage of a situation and 
been compelled to make the race as a steam roller 
candidate. As it is, he insists upon the rule all the 
way. | 

Still, the effort to abrogate this rule, however ill 
advised in the circumstances, may ultimately pro. 
duce the desired result. It has, obviously, focused 
public attention on the requirement with dramatic 
and impressive emphasis. It has evoked opinions of 
weight from party leaders, including Samuel Unter- 
myer’s arraignment, which can subsequently be in- 
corporated in the case against it. It has opened the 
way for a reasoned attack on this ancient custom 
which, whatever its theoretical or occasiQnal value, 
is a pretty constant liability. 

The time to abolish the two-thirds rule, aowever, 
isnot when a convention is about to meet, but, as 
Mr. Roosevelt has said, before the delegates are

Majority rule is accepted as sound democratic doc 
tring and practice in most of our political and ieg- 
islative functions. It is g00d enough for the Repub 
lican party. It ought to be good enough for the 
Democratic party.

The Keynote Speech 


By Walter Lippmann. 


ENATOR BARKLEY did not fail to ob- 
§ observe the rules of etiquette long since 

established for keynote addresses. The 
rules require that the orater should pre- 
tend to believe that the opposing party is 
without a redeeming virtue and that his 
Own party is superb, superior and sublime. 
It is the rule also that the orator must 
never use one adiective if he can think of 
three adjectives, or make statements except 
in superlative terms. 

A keynoter must never say that two and 
two make four. He must always say that 
the great patriotic double integer when con- 
joined by the Democratic party or the Re- 
publican party with the noble patriotic dou- 
ble integer is a quadruple blessing or curse 
to all the people of this broad and fertile 
and smiling land. It is essential <o the 
ritual that the orator should behave as no 
man would ever behave if he were trying 
to persuade a company of reasonable men. 
At least every sixt) paragraph he must 
work himself into a frenzy whe-e a stranger. 
not knowing the artificiality of his efforts, 
would naturally wonder whether it was safe 
to let him go home alone. 

Yet through the rumble of the rhetoric 
one could hear a few notes in Senator Bark- 
ley’s speech which differentiate the Demo- 
cratic policy -from the Republican. As set 
forth two weeks ago, the Republican view 
of the world crisis is that the United States 
must recover by adhering to a policy of 
sound public finance within a framework of 
economic isolation. The Democratic view, 
as set forth by Senator Barkley, is that the 
United States can recover only by a policy 
of sound public finance within a framework 
of economic co-operation and freer trade. 

It is, of course, unfortunate and embar- 
rassing that Senator Barkley himself has 
such a shabby record on the tariff, but the 
views he presented, as distinguished from 
what he has practiced, constitute a line of 
policy which is fundamentally different from 
that of the Republicans. Providing only 
that the Democrats nominate a candidate 
who can be trusted to lead his party effect- 
ively in accordance with this doctrine, the 
issue will be joined on a matter of great 
importance. : 

In so far as the keynote address repre- 


sents the views of the duminant elements of 
the Democratic party, it is a matter of ex- 
traordinary interest that they have chosen 
to stand, not upon some policy of monetary 
manipulation or artificial stimulation of 
business, but upon the thesis that the way 
to recovery is through the restoration of 
trade by the lowering of domestic tariffs 
and by international co-operation. This is 
an enlightened choice. It will enable the 
Democrats to argue with great effect that, 
although the Republicans pledgef their al- 
legiance to the maintenance of the gold 
standard, it is only along the lines of this 
Democratic policy that the gold standard 
can again be made workabile.in the modern 
world.

With equal directness, Senator Barkiey 
dealt with prohibition by proposing that the 
Democratic party return to the Jeffersonian 
tradition. He declared without weasel 
words of any kind that the convention 
should recommend to Congress the passage 
of a resolution repealing the eighteenth 
amendment and submitting it to conven- 
tions elected by the people of the states. It 
is impossible to deal more simply or more 
straightforwardly with the issue, and this 
statement should please everyone who has 
been wondering whether political parties 
would ever again be intellectually candid on 
controversial issues. 

The effectiveness of the keynote speech 
was about exhausted after Senator Barkley 
had dealt with the tariff and prohibition. 
On the need for banking reform, he was not 
only vague but timid. On _the subject of 
economy, he was bold in words but feeble 
in substance, omitting all mention of the 
plain fact that substantial economies in the 
Federal Government can now be hag only 
by reducing subsidies and grants to veterans 
and to other special interests. On the sub- 
ject of the farmer he was, to my mind at 
least, quite unciear.

ROME, June 28.—The Royal 
Academy of Italy, through its presi- 
dent, Senator Guglielmo Marconi, 
has called an international meeting 
of thinking men, in an attempt to 
solve Europe’s problems, The gath- 
ering will be held here Nov. 14 to 


20. 

That Europe's position as a guid- 
ing force for world civilization is 
beset by ever-increasing difficulties 
is frankly stated in the announce- 
ment of the meeting. 

Europe's authority is challenged 
on all fronts and openly denied on 
some, the statement, signed by Mar- 
coni and Vittorio Scialoja, in charge 
of organizing the meeting, admits. 
“New civilizations oppose her,” it 
says. “She is no longer alone in 
giving expression and style to hu- 
man life. Moreover, there are deep, 


‘growing tendencies to constitute, 
‘sometimes among distant and het- 


lvast than Europe herself.”

Problem for Thinkers. 

The academy feels that the prob- 
lem should be regarded first as one 
of “thought and ideas,” not yet 
having entered the concretely po- 
litical phase. 

“Tt is necessary to throw a light 
on the substantially spiritual foun- 
dation of the present European cri- 
sis,” say Marconi and. Scialoja. 
“Then the subject Europe must be 
defined, as well as the past and 
present factors of her civilization 
and the internal and extra-Euro- 
pean causes of her situation. 

“The consequences to be expected 


can be thus judged and there can 
be found, if not the solution of her 
urgent questions, then at least the 
direction in which it should be 
sought. 

“In short, it is necessary to clar- 
ify or possibly weld a European 
consciousnes of the European prob- 
lem.

ber, 1886, the official governmental paper announced my pro- 
motion to the modest rank of sub-Lieutenant of the navy.

utter amazement of my tutor I had received the highest marks in all 
subjects with the exception of shipbuilding; up to this day I cannot 
see any sense in trying to make engineers out of sailors, for which 
reason my next-to-best mark received at that particular examination 


_failed to cause any anguish. 


And now I was left to myself. 
For the first time in my life I 
faced the world without the bene- 
fit of tutors. My mother continued 
to consider me a mere child, but 
I was rapidly approaching the 
most significant day in the career 
of a Grand Duke. On April 1, 1886, 
I became of age. At eight o’clock 
in the morning a special messen- 
ger of the Emperor brought me 
the uniform of aide-de-camp to his 
majesty. Later in the day a re- 
ception (sortie) was held in the 
Peterhof Palace attended by min- 
isters, deputations of the guard 
regiments, court and state digni- 
taries, and headed by the Emperor, 
the Empress and all members of 
my family. A Te Deum was sung 
and then the color bearer of the 
Sailors’ Guard Regiment advanced 
toward the center of the chapel. 
The Emperor beckoned to me. I 
approached the color bearer, ac- 
companied by the priest who gave 
metwo written oaths: the first was 
the special grand ducal oath in 
which I swore to obey the funda- 
mental laws of succession to the 
throne and to uphold the institu- 
tions of the imperial family; the 
second dealt with the duties of 
Russian officers. Holding the col- 
ors in my left hand I read the 
two oaths aloud, kissed the cross 
and the Bible placed on the pulpit, 
signed both oaths, passed them 
into the hands of the minister of 
the imperial court, embraced the 
Emperor and kissed the hand of 
the Empress. We returned to the 
palace, where a luncheon in my 
honor was given for the immedi- 
ate members of the imperial fam- 
ily. Royalty has an aversion for 
melodrama and nobody  volun- 
teered to lecture me on the mean- 
ing of the oath, as is the habit of 
the great democracies, No lectures 
were necessary. I intended to keep 
every word of my two oaths.

N reaching his twentieth birth- 
Qs a Grand Duke of ° Russia 

gained financial independence 
from his parents. Usually a spe- 
cial trustee—chosen by the Em- 
peror—was appointed for the pe- 
riod of the following five years to 
break the young man _ into the 
habit of spending money carefully 
and wisely. An exception was made 
in my case. It would have been 
incredibly oolish for a sailor pre- 
paring to go on a three-year cruise 
to have his trustee warm a chair 
in St. Petersbyrg. To be sure, I 
had to put up a fight, but in 
the end my parents surrendered 
to my logic and I became 
a possessor of an annual in- 
come amounting to 210,000 rubles 
(around $110,000) of which 
amount 159,000 rubles were be- 
ing contributed by the Czar 
while the remaining 60,000 rep- 
resented a_i return from the 
moneys invested in my name dur- 
ing my childhood. I shall talk else- 
where of the financial arrange- 
ments prevailing in the imperial 
family. For the moment it would 
be sufficient to emphasize the dif- 
ference between the 210,000 rubles 
received by me in 1886 and 50 ru- 
bles per month given to me by my 
parents during 1882-1886. Up to 
the year 1882 t was given no pock- 
et money whatsoever. 

The iron discipline of my up- 
bringing being what it was, I con- 
tinued to live in the same fashion. 
I knew no women. I disliked gam- 
bling, and I took my liquor in mod- 
erate quantities. The book dealers 
became the only direct bene- 
ficiaries of my newly acquired 
wealth. Back in 1882 I begay col- 
lecting books dealing with the his- 
tory of the navy, and this passion 
of mine was well known by now, 
both in Russia and abroad. Every 
book store in St. Petersburg, Mos- 
cow, Paris, London, New York and 
Boston felt it its duty to help me 
spend my 210,000 rubles, heavily 
wrapped packages arriving daily 
from all ends of the earth. Father 
gasped on entering my rooms filled 
from floor to ceiling with bulky 
leather-bound volumes but made 
no comment. His transfer from the 
Caucasus—the viceroyalty had been 
abolished in 1832—to St. Peters- 
burg to the post of President of 
the Imperial Council helped te rec- 
oncile him with my service in the 
navy. 

“Are you going to read all these 
books, Sandro?” he asked quietly 
though incredulously. 

“Not exactly. I am merely try- 
ing to gather a library dedicated 
to the navy. Nobody has one in 
Russia and even our Minister of 
the Navy is obliged to write to Lon- 
don each time he is in need of a 
reference.” “ 

Father was pleased and prom. 
ised to do all he could to increase 
my collection, In the years to come 
he saw it multiplied hundrdeds of 
times, On the eve of the revolu- 
tion it consisted of over 20,000 vol- 
umes and was recognized as the 
finest naval library in the world. 
The Soviet Government turned my 
palace into the Club of Communis- 
tic Youth, and a fire caused by un- 
swept chimneys destroyed every one

the unique editions obtained by my 
English and German agents after 
long years of search and perse- 


verance. 
J ice in the Guards, as, awaiting 
the launching of the good ship 
Rynda, which was to take me 
around the world, I had to perform 
my duties as an officer of the Sail- 
ors Regiment of the Imperial 
Guard. Not unlike the United 
States Marines, our regiment oc- 
cupied a position ‘’twixt and be- 
tween.” The army considered us as 
strangers. The navy called us land- 
lubbers. Ours was the privilege of 
managing the imperial yachts in 
the summer and watching over the 
safety of various governmental 
buildings while ashore in the win- 
ter.

liked to pay us unexpected visits i 
the middle of the night, whi 
meant that I had to walk for hours 
in deep snow checking up on the 
sentinels and trying to keep awake 
those strapping young fellows suf- 
fering from cold and hunger. In 
ord2r to chase away my own temp- 
tation to fall asleep I used to work 
out the balance-sheet of what I 
called my “mental profits and 
losses.”’ I compiled my assets 
and . liabilities, . grouping my 
mumerous shortcomings under the 
title of “unfunded debt to be liqui- 
dated at the first opportunity.” 
Trying to be honest with myself I 
concluded that I was handicapped 
in my “mental operations” by a 
terrific overproduction of hatred. 
Hatred for individuals and hatred 
for nations. I stood a fair chance 
of curing myself from the f.rmer: 
my animosity against individuals 
centered only on teachers, tutors 
and supervisors. But I felt help- 
less in the presence of the latter. 
It was not my fault that I hated 
the Jews, the Poles, the Swedes, 
the Germans, the British and the 
French, I blamed the Greek Ortho- 
dox Church and the monstrous 
doctrine of official. patriotism—- 
beaten into me by 12 years of study 
—for my inability to treat with 
friendliness all these nations that 
had never committed a crime 
against me personally. 

Until I came into my first contact 
with the church, the word “Jew’’ 
signified for me an old smiling man 
who delivered chickens, turkeys, 
ducks and other poultry at our pal- 
ace in Tiflis, I felt a genuine sym- 
pathy for the kind expression of 
his wrinkled bearded face, and 
could not believe that he traced his 
ancestry straight to Judas. But my 
reverend teacher persisted in his 
daily descriptions of the sufferings 
of Christ! He played on my child. 
ish imagination and succeeded in 
making me see a murderer and a 
torturer in every worshiper of Je- 
hovah. My timid attempts at quot- 
ing the Sermon on the Mount were 
waved aside with Impatience. “Yea, 
Christ did advise our loving our en- 
emijes,”" said Father Titoff, “but 
that should not affect our views of 
the Jews!” Poor Father Titoff! 
In his clumsy provincial way he 
was merely imitating the preach- 
ings of his betters who were pro- 
moting anti-Semitism for over 138 
centuries from the pulpits of the 
houses of God. The Catholics, the 
Episcopalians, the Methodists, the 
Baptists, all these supposedly 
Christian creeds and denominations 
have equally contributed to the de-

S for the Jews which owed its 

origin to the teachings of the 
Greek Orthodox Church and which

the hypocritical character of that 
quasi-Christian institution. I had 
to employ much greater efforts in 
extracting the roots of a general 
xenophobia firmly implanted in my 
soul by my teachers of Ruasian his- 
tory. Their analysis of the events 
of our past made no allowance for 
the precipice invariably dividing a 
nation from its government and its 
politicians, The French were to be 
condemned for the many treach- 
erles of Napoleon. The Swedes had 


to suffer because of the havoc 


wrought by Charles XII in the lives 
of Peter the Great’s contemporaries.
